Mr. Crisp was the choice of the df m- 
oorats of Georgia to succeed 
Senator 
John B. Gordon in the United 
States 
senate and would have been chosen to 
that position by the legislature at its 
approaching session had he lived. 
His 
untimely death throws the political 
ssituation into chaos and makes the 
choice of senator a matter of great 
uncertainty. 


" Mr, Cirisp was bom in Shefifield, Eng' 
land, early in 1845, of American parents. 
The same yeer he was brought to 
Georgia, where he was educated. 
He 
fought in the confederate. army with 
the rank of lieutenant; 
vras taken 
prisoner and incarcerated in Fort Dela- 
ware. 
After his release, in 1865. he 
read law in Schley county, Ga., where, 
at Ellaville, he opened an cffice for 
practice. 
Subsequently he served in a 
local court as solicitor general, and in 
June, 1877, wag appointed judge of the 
supreme court of the southwestern 
judicial circuit. 
He was elected to 
that office the next year and again in 
1880. In 1882 he resigned in order to 
become a candidate for congress, of 
which body he has been a member ever 
since. 
He was speaker of the house of 
representatives in the filty second and 
^ y - t h i r d 
congresses and 
was 
the 
democratic candidate for speaker in 
1894, when Beed was elided.

Danville was the first stop of the 
morning, and from a stand

court house Mr. Bryan spoke to an 
assemblage which numbered up in the 
thousands. 
Enthusiasm prevailed at 
the meeting, and 
when Mr. Bryan 
quoted Congressman Joe Cannon in 
support of the free silver doctrine the 
crowd gave noisy evidence of its ap- 
preciation. 
Mr. Eryan in his speech 
said that he did not come to talk to 
those who believe in free silver, but he 
wanted to talk to those who up to this 
time have been afraid of the results of 
free coinage. 
After saying that 
he 
could prove the benefits of free silver 
by republican testimony, he quoted 
from the speech made by CoDgreseman 
Cannon in the house of representatives 
in 1878. 
He said in part: 


1 had an old iriend in congrees 
whose name is familiar to you, Hon. 
Joseph G. Cannon. 
I want to read to 
you what he said in 1878. 
Here are 
the words, which I ask you to remem- 
ber: 
'Again the senate 
amendment 
takes away free coinage for silver and 
leaves free coinag« for gold. 
Now 
silver is just as much the money of the 
constitution as gold, and should 
have 
just the same treatment in every re- 
spect as gold.' 
That is what we are 
asking for today, that silver shall have 
the same treatment in every respect as 
gold. 
We are asking today for exactly 
what Mr. Cannon asked for eighteen 
years ago, but he tells you it would 
wrong the country to have now what 
he wanted then. 
But let me read 
further, 'and when you discriminate 
against one of tho prtcious metals in 
favor of the 
other, by 
restricting 
the use of one as contemplated by 
the 
senate 
amendment 
as 
to 
silver, jou 
that 
far 
fetter the use 
of money in measuring the values and 
making the exchanges of the commo- 
dities of the country, and fail just that 
far to give the necessary relief and 
assistance to the business of the coun- 
try that wise legislation should and 
would give.' 
That is right my friends, 
when you discriminate against siUer 
and fetter silver you are simply trying 
to put it in the power of a few men to 
corner the money market and hold the 
rest of mankind at their mercy.' Again 
he 
says, 
speaking of 
this bill as 
amended, 
'It 
is a step 
in 
the 
right direction, but I would 
rather 
make 
the 
whole 
journey 
now 
than to camp by the wayside with the 
long part of the road between the 
camping ground and the journeys end.' 
We are going to give Mr. Cannon an 
opportunity to go the journey's end and 
not camp by the wayside" 


A twenty minutes stop was made at 
Paris and here Mr. Bryan condemned 
the money changers to the great de- 
light of a few thousand people, among 
whom there were many farmers. 


It remained for the little town of 
Charleston to originate a conveyance 
different from any found anywhere to 
take Mr. Bryan to tho grounds where 
he was to speak. 
A gaily decorated 
plat'orm was provided aud placed on 
wheels and a'ter Mr. Bryan and his 
party had ascended it, 200 strong and 
willing hands wheeled it to a vacant 
lot where the nominee addressed a large 
crowd of demonstrative farmers.

He said he 
spoke to the d-»legates from the Sun- 
day schools in the county and, as. the 
representative of the city churchea, bid 
them wclcome to the city and to the 
church of which he was pastor in 
which some of the .sessions would be 
held 
There was not, he said, as much 
commingling of the city and country 
people in the affairs of social life as 
there should be.

must know thât he is a Christian, must 
have a passion for souls, must set an 
example for scholars and 
love the 
I children of his class, must avoid world- 
1 liness. the card table, theater, dance; 
I 
should be humble, should not lecture 
the scholars, should be neat and dress 
in good taste, as dress is a great power 
among young people. 
Summed up, a 
model tepcher should possess piety, 
devotion to class, social influence and 
Ehould prepare bim.5C-lf thoroughly for 
his lessons on Sunday. 


Not everyone. Dr. Bennett said, 
is 
fitted 
for the position of a Sunday 
school teacher. 
It was one of the most 
important within the field of church 
work for on it dppeaded, to a verjf 
large extent, tùe fuiurft of the boys and 
girls who were under this teacher's 
csre. 
Dr. Bennett laid great stress on 
the qualification of consecration in the 
teacher and considered 
this of the 
greatest importance, for without it he 
would 08 rt failure.

highly praised by all who heard it. 


Following the nddrass of Dr. Bennett 
a short talk was given by C. D Meigs, 
of Indianapolis, state superintendent;

schools of Indiana that Friday, October 
30, beset apart for this purpose, and 
that encouragement be given to the 
planting of trees, shrubs and vines, 
that many of the school yards of the 
state may be beautified and robbed of 
their barrenness. 
Beautiful lessons are 
taught in the unfolding of leaf and 
blossoms, and from the children thus 
observing the day encouragement may 
be given to the general public to beau- 
tify and adorn their homes, and a check 
given to the careless ax and reckless 
destruction of the forest growth of our 
state." 


Superintendent of Public Instruction 
Geeting has issued a pamphlet contain- 
ing an outline of suitable programs for 


the observance of the day in the schools 
of our state.
